Tho two Germans immediately sot dmI 
or the machine and started oft- Neith- 
er Ltcut. Lewis nor his companion 
were armed, while both Ihe Germans 
were. However, the Canadians )>'v- 
tended to he (hawing revolvers from 
their pockets and the Germans sur- 
rendered. 

The two Canadians tool; their rifles 
and marched them lo headquarters, 
where it was a unique occurrence for 
a signalling officer to bring iji pris- 
oner;, so much so lhat Iho command- 
ing officer would nol believe li was 
true. J.ieut. Lewis, however, had the 
officer and man and paraded them III 
front of f è officer commanding. 

In recompense for the capture, Lt. 
Lewis was given the Gorman officer's 
rifle and allowed bighl days' leave to 
visit his relatives in England. The 
unfortunate part of the Incident was 
that 1 lie signaller who had aided Lt. 
Lewis so well was hilled in notion a 
short time afterwards. 

Lieut- .lack Lewis is one of ihe bcsl 
known of McGill graduates of recent 
years. Besides being a clever sludenl 
during his course in Applied Science, 
he was a member of the senior fool- 
ball tram, playing one <>f ihe outside 
w ing positions. George Lalug, now a 
lieutenant In ihe Royal Army .Médical 
Corps, figured on the other wing. The 
pair were known as tho best, outside 
wings In Canadian Rugby at ihe time. 
Their work did much lo contribute to 
the defeat of Varsity at Ottawa In 
1912. 

Lieut. Lewis joined the Engineers 
when war broke out and trained in 
Ottawa with the signalling company 
of Ihe -iid Divisional Engineers at 
Lansdownc Park a year ago. The 
pluck .which he always showed on the 
football field was not lacking when 
on tho battlefield in Frame.

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; |_ Education in "Human Nature" \ 

At the Science Smoker, on Wednesday evening, Lieut.-Col. 
Nfiffee departed from military topics long enough to dwell on Mc 
Gill as a University. In his opinion, MeGill, and Canadian colleges 
in general, fall far short in giving their students an education in 
what he calls "human nature." A knowledge of human nature 
is essential to any great success in business life. This applies 
especially to engineers, who must of necessity meet continually 
with new men and new situations. He considers it essential, or 
at least extremely desirable, that a student should form' extensive 
acquaintances among all Faculties of the University. 

This is, of course, very difficult for the average man to ac- 
complish, particularly if the University be situated in a large city 
>The fact that a University may have little or no dormitory accomo- 
dation makes the problem an even more difficult one to solve. 

As a help toward the solution of this problem, the C.O.T.C., 
where men are continually rubbing shoulders, is undoubtedly prov- 
ing a very great factor. Teams of the University are apt to be of 
little value in this respect, because of the few men who participate 
in any one line. They, likewise, are apt to take up too much of 
the average man's time to be of ultimate benefit. 

A general social function of a nature such as not to prevent 
any student from staying away because of the financial strain 
involved, if feasible, would go a long way to repair the evil. The 
Weds., perhaps, in their fortnightly meetings, have come closest to 
giving the maximum opportunity to get generally acquainted. As 
a good start, the success of the Science Undergrad. Executive in 
conceiving the Science Smoker, at which Lieut.-Col. Magee spoke, 
is another gain in the right direction. The man who came there 
and went away without meeting some new men was either excep- 
tionally well-acquainted or else extremely self-effacing. 

It is not in the Faculties themselves that so much is lacking, 
however, but in the inter-Faculty relations. As yet, no real inter- 
Faculty function has been held this year, and there seems to be no 
prospects of an improvement in this direction. When this end is 
reached, then we may feel that something has been done towards 
the education of which Lieut.-Col. Magee spoke. 



Rhetoric and Engineers 



Complaints against studying rhetoric, literature, and similar 
subjects are frequently heard from students of engineering. Argu- 
ments are put up by many that the study of these subjects will 
never be of any practical value in the pursuit of engineering. In 
many cases the idea that one is educated for a life work because 
he has been thoroughly trained in subjects pertaining solely to his 
profession, and does not need knowledge in any other branch of 
learning or work, seems to have been given too much weight. 

Whether one who has a profession but cannot use his mother 
tongue in speech and in writing, fluently and accurately, is fitted 
for a life work or not is a question. By a great majority of the 
members of the University and College Faculties it has been an- 
swered in the negative. These take the stand that a man may be 
a genius in his particular field of human endeavor and yet be ig- 
norant because he is confined solely to it. 

Engineers, like other professional men, must use language 
To be clearly understood, they must use it correctly. To do this 
they must have had training. This training has been judged to 
be gotten best in the study of rhetoric. If this is so why should 
so many novice engineers complain that they are spending time 
uselessly in this study? 

Again, engineers will not always be content with engineering 
alone. Sooner or later, like other University trained men, they 
will seek some intellectual diversion. This will take them outside 
the limits of engineering, and, for full enjoyment, will require 
knowledge in other things. To keep apace with the world and 
take delight in its better things, a knowledge of history, music, 
art, literature, the sciences, and various other subjects is neces 
sary. In the present day these are thought to be requisites for 
the better enjoyment of life. And he who will not turn to some 
such diversion but confines himself entirely to engineering or some 
other profession will find the monotony tiring and ageing. 

The great criticism of professional men is that their know 
ledge is too often confined to their professions alone. Hence uni' 
versity and college courses have been arranged to give students in 
the professions a liberal as well as a specializing training. And 
undoubtedly, rhetoric has been placed in the engineering course for 
this reason.

In a democratic state the will of the 
people is the guiding principle of gov- 
ernment. How is this will to be as- 
certained V How Is it to be interpreted 
and put into practice? How again can 
good public opinion be fostered '.' 
These are questions of the greatest 
practical importance. What do the 
people want? Do they want the right 
things? Who is tbe Judge, and what 
the grounds of judgment ? These 
questions are the hope and despair of 
those who wish well for the state. 
Hope— because of the democratic faith 
that people on tbe whole wish well, 
when all allowaucc is made for the 
conditions which may warp their judg- 
ment; despair— because of the diffi- 
culty of getting a clear verdict in 
terms which can bo translated into 
legislation. 

The difficulty is increased by the 
complicated organization of the mod- 
em state. Some sort of public opin- 
ion is easily obtained in tbe simple 
and clear constitution of an autocrn'ic 
or slave state, where a body of iA&ix 
is impressed on the people for tbëû 
obedience, and all opposition crusu-.d. 
Tbe conditions of a modern induatr'al 
democracy make tbls sort of unanim- 
ity impossible, and raise tbe problems 
of government in an acute form. First, 
labor can be concentrated in special 
place and for special work. This hap- 
pens in all tbe functions of in ; at n't ; 
most men arc compelled to special no, 
because the degree of efficiency or tuo 
amount of knowledge required is lt> 
yond their capacity or opportunity. 
Hence their whole experience, and 
tbelr philosophy of life is specialized 
also. This would not create- much dif- 
ficulty, if that experience and philos- 
ophy were not to be used as the defin- 
ite basis of government— if for ex- 
ample the government were entrusted 
to a class of specialists in the whole 
art, such as the "guardians" of Plato- 
The other factor is tbe spread of edu- 
cation, which means tbe power to 
form and express opinion. The 
divergent experience of the different 
citizens, combiued with their numeri- 
cally equal power to express and in- 
fluence opinion and legislation, is tbe 
Ideal basis of democracy. In practice 
tbe divergence is so great as to breed 
a sense of injustice and hostility 
which makes social co-operation im- 
possible. This is the trouble iu most 
states to-day. 

At the same time the whole busi- 
ness of government gets more and 
more complicated, as it Is less exclus- 
ively occupied by offence and defence, 
and enters more and mora (in spite 
of all interruptions) into the organ- 
ization of public welfare and tbe in- 
vestment of national resources. 

Hence the basis of stats action 
seem& to be wide and bard to concen- 
trate. Any section through the mind 
of the people reveals a number of 
centres of diverging or conflicting In- 
terests, more or less well organized 
within themselves, but not Into a com- 
mon will. Among these a large num- 
ber of agencies arc at work for the 
formation and expression of opinion- 
official and unofficial, interested and 
disinterested; in tbe newspapers, in 
tbe pulpits, in countless meetings, m 
Parliament, in Government depart- 
ments, men arc attempting to form 
and express the will of the people as 
tbey sec it. So far at least as num- 
bers go, there is no lack of voices. 
Tbe resulting chaos Is shocking to the 
martinet type of mind; it gives great 
scope to the unscrupulous politician, 
who makes a fine art of fishing in 
troubled waters. Dut it gives hope to 
tbo democrat, who looks for some 
eventual resultant of all these con- 
flicting energies. It makes govern- 
ment difficult; but tbat is the problem 
of democracy- 

Study Personal Opinion. 

We can best see both the difficulty 
and the way out of it, if we study the 
formation of our own personal opin- 
ion. By heredity, by associations of 
all kinds material and moral, we re- 
construct each tor himself tbe world 
of his experience. Here also M m the 
state we find divergent, even conflict- 
ing, centres of interest. We are each 
a bundle of selves. Every man makes 
his own adjustment, which gives him 
such measure of efficiency and peace 
as be is able to compass. Our action 
and thought arc the resultant of ou>- 
various motives, a balance which we 
may acbleve in many ways— by delib- 
erate " water-tighting" of our " com- 
partments," or tbe mortification of 
one self for tbe benefit of another, or 
tbe cbancc development of one under 
tbe favor of circumstance. But the 
ideal toward which every thinking 
man strives is to make this thought 
approach consistency, and urge hU 
experience of contradictions as far as 
he can. To do this, be will face the 
facts of life with the utmost frank- 
ness, honestly testing all explanations, 
trying to be sure tbat even tbe "bald- 
est" facts and loudest voices arc not 
really shadows and echoes ; or 
(changing the parable from Plato tu 
Hans Anderson), determined to find 
out whether. In spite of all the people 
say, tbe Emperor really bas any 
clothes on at all. Thus tbe world of 
appearance is organized and rebuilt 
Into reality by making tbe explana- 
tions of It as consistent as possible. 
I Imagine a new Erewbon where, if a 
man found bis world of thought as 
divided against itself as is the Indus- 
trial state, he would go at once to a 
Straigbtener recognizing the serious- 
ness of his case, and ask for the dis- 
cipline that will cure him. 

This tuner harmony Is not obtain- 
able in perfection; but the' degree of 
its attainment is the spiritual measure 
of freedom- 

So also there are very many ways 
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of approaching harmony within the 
slate, ami there the degree of its at- 
tainment is the political measure of 
freedom. 

There are two main lines or ap- 
proach, followed by lai those who be- 
lieve that the common welfare is best 
served by individual freedom, so that 
the object of legislation is to remove 
all possible restrictions ; <b) those 
who believe it best achieved by re- 
stricting individual freedom, so that 
tbe object of legislation is to create «i 
wise organization to secure a higher 
general result at some cost of liberty. 
Both individualist and colleclivist may 
desire a form of society in which tbe 
best life b possible for the individual 
up to his capacity ; but they differ 
sharply as to the way towards it, and 
sometimes even as to its nature. This 
is partly due to a broad difference iu 
men's temperaments ; as W. S. GilDer;. 
says : 

Every boy and every gal 

That's born into this world alivo, 
Is either a little Liberal 

Or a little Conservative. 

They are not, however, mutually ex- 
clusive. They refer to a difference !n 
the balance of tendencies usually both 
present. How many a politician is 
Radical on tho hustings and Conserv- 
ative at home! And the balance shifts 
regularly in all but the most extreme 
doctrinaires, under the iufluence of 
the second factor in the opposition. 
Tho full practical effects of the 
change aro not within the view of 
cither its advocates or assailants. Tbe 
prophets, whether of Immediate Ruin 
or Immediate Prosperity, find little 
fulfillment. Experience gradually re- 
zeals tbe practical bearings and deep- 
er moral consequences. These are 
frequently sufficiently unexpected and 
Striking to unsettle I he previous bal- 
ance, and steadily shift the ground of 
a man's hope from faith in individual 
freedom to faith in the superior intel- 
ligence of the state, or vice versa- 
Tbe course of legislation in England 
.since the Reform Bill of 1832 clearly 
shows this alternation. Public opin- 
ion is gradually concentrated on some 
change; by the time it has reached 
the point of legislation, opinion Is al- 
ready beginning to focus on tbe ef- 
fects of that change, which are gradu- 
ally becoming clearer and demanding 
modification. 

The trend of legislation in the 20th 
century has been increasingly collec- 
tivist so far, and has entered an en- 
ormous field of state business. Here 
public opinion meets a new difficulty 
due to the need of expert, direction 
and large bodies of officials. These 
men inevitably get out of touch with 
tho mind of the people in adapting 
themselves to changed circumstances. 
They become executive specialists. 
The bureaucrat of to-day is like tho 
"guardian" of Plato already referred 
to; but with the vital difference that 
he Is a specialist in one section only 
or one sub-section only, of govern- 
ment. 

To instruct and cheek its executive, 
democracy gives power to majorities, 
with various qualifications. In order 
to obtain the widest basis of judgment 
it is widening everywhere the fran- 
chlse. At the samo time it is expert 
menting with the mode of représenta 
Hon, In order to get if possible the 
actual volco of each section of the 
people direct. Representation is loo 
often misrepresentation. It U think- 
ing over ways of giving to minorities 
a voice proportional to their numeri 
eal weight. These, though very neces- 
sary reforms of procedure, arc sub- 
sidiary to tho great essential, at once 
tbe basis and the product of democ- 
racy—the development of a wide- 
spread intelligence and good-will, 
which will make as many people as 
possible, if not (as Pericles said of the 
people of Athens in his day) "orig- 
inators, yet good Judges of policy-" 

To tbls end, free expression and 
circulation of ideas, the facing of 
fact3, the testing of explanations by 
first hand evidence, the organization 
of a consistent body of thought, are 
as necessary for tbe state as for the 
individual. For both, they arc the 
conditions of sanity and freedom.

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Mr. Cornell's Letter. 

To the Editor of The Daily: 

Dear Sir,— On behalf of the Stu- 
dents' Council. I would like to make 
a statement with reference to Mr. Cor- 
bett's letter in to-day's issue of Tbe 
Daily. The statements to which Mr. 
Corbett takes exception appeared in 
the issue of Tuesday, Feb- 1, and are 
as follows: 

"The Students' Council last night 
decided that the skating parties 
should be made a weekly function. 
Tbe great success of tbe first skating 
party was so pleasing both to the Y.W. 
and Y.M.C.A.'s and to the Council that 
the latter have decided to give finan- 
cial assistance to make these func- 
tions increasingly popular. Tbe next 
one will be held this coming Friday. 

"The success of tho skating party 
held last week was reported by the 
committee selected to co-operate 
With the Y.M.C.A. and tho Y.W.A.C. 
in the holding of the event. At future 
skating parties of tbls sort, tbree-for- 
fifty cents tickets will not be accepted 
at the gate, and a straight fee of 35 1 
cents will be charged-" 

The above statements merely indi- 
cate tbe report made to the Council 
by the special committee appointed to 
co-operate with tbe Y.W.C.A. and 
Y.M.C.A. in the conduct of the skat- 
ing parties, and the necessary action 
of the Council in reserving the rink 
for future parties, as well as the pass- 
lug of items of expenditure so in- 
volved. 

The Council did not arbitrarily state, 
without first, conferring with the As- 
sociations, that the parties were to be 
held at any special date. Neither did 
the Council in any way wish to cre- 
ate tbe impression that the Y.W.C.A. 
and the Y.M.C.A. were not respon- 
sible for tbe success of the part ; In 
fact, great credit is due them for their 
excellent party of last Friday. 

Furthermore, the Council is glad to 
bave tbe opportunity of co-operatlug 
with the Y.W.C.A. and Y.M.C.A. In 
holding these parties by reserving tbe 
rink, providing a hurdy-gurdy and 
paying part or the operating cost, 
not with the idea of making money, 
but with the aim of providing an op- 
portunity for a social gathering and 
making proper use of the rink, tbe 
upkeep of which entails considerable 
expenditure. 

We regret tbat. through this mis- 
understanding, Mr- Corbett's letter 
was felt necessary, and desire to re- 
iterate the sentiments expressed in the 
following extract from Saturday's 
Dally giving an account of Friday's 
party: 

"Tho social committee of the Y.W. 
C.A. and Y.M.C.A. are to be congratu- 
lated on tbe excellent way the even- 
ing's entertainment was managed. 
Everybody present felt very grateful 
to Miss Hurlbatt for acting as hostess 
of tho evening. The Y.M.'s showed 
tbeir usual business ability, and it was 
due to them tbat everything went so 
smoothly-"

A STUDENT IN SERBIA 



(From tbe Loudon Times, January 6, 
1916.) 

Tbe following remarkable story of 
an adventurous journey by road 
through Serbia, Montenegro and Al- 
bania, told by Mr. Vincent Drew, a 
student of Guy's Hospital, who went 
to Serbia last March as dresser and 
anaesthetist with the First British 
Field Hospital in Serbia, throws light 
upon the hardships undergone by tbe 
Serbians during the retreat of tbelr 
armies before the Austro-Gcrman and 
Bulgarian Invaders. Mr. Drew, who 
returned to London a few days ago. 
Immediately joined an officers' train- 
ing corps to prépare for a commission 
In the army. 

At the beginning of October, said 
J Mr. Drew, our mission was at Pirot. 
Tbe Bulgarians were breaking tbelr 
[way through Into Serbia, and our 
communications with Nish were 
threatened. In view of this, tbe Ser- 
bian authorities instructed us to pro- 
ceed to Nish and thence to Krusbc- 
vatz. I went on two days ahead with 
tents, surgical materials, and other 
baggage, worth about £5,000. 

For days we did not get beyond the 
sound of tbe guns. Overhead, air- 
planes pursued us coiu-tantly. drop- 
ping bombs On the way- The road was""* 
choked with ox-waggons, two or three | 
abreast, hospital cars and a constant 
stftsin of refugees on foot. Every j 
now and tben the traffic was pushed j 
to the side of the road to make a pass- j 



age for guns and ammunition carts 
hurrying to supply the troops. 

At Krushumlje the commander of the 
Third Army arranged to have my bag. 
gage taken by some gendarmes with 
ox-waggons, while I was given a pony 
to ride. It was a wretcbed beast, and 
had to be led a good deal or tne way. 
Two days after leaving Krushumlje 
we encountered our first snow bliz- 
zard. Horses and oxen fell and died 
by tbe roadside. At first one saw a 
dead animal every few hundred yards, 
but, as time went on, there was one 
every ten or twenty yards. Now and 
then the bodies of men were to be seen 
with the bodies of the horses and 
cattle. We managed to spend the 
night under shelter, but many of tbe 
soldiers slept out in the snow with 
the splendid horses of tbe officers. 
Food bad now become very scarce, but 
that day and the next and. in fact, all 
tbe way. the troops plodded along, 
covering from fifteen to twenty miles 
a day and in many rape; going hungry 
at the end of the day's march. Some 
of them cut strips from the carcases 
of the dead beasts ; once or twice T 
ate some myself. Palingf. doors, fur- 
niture—in foct, wood or any kmc— 
was torn down to make fires- 

At Prlshtlna, with great difficulty, 
we obtained rooms; and I was inclin- 
ed to stop there in spite of the on- 
coming Austrians. My money was 
running short, and I did not - cr bow 
I could get more. Food, «ven In Prisb- 
tlna, was scarce and dear. I paid Ss

4d for a loaf of maize bread, Stodgy 
stuff with little nutriment in it. It 
was thought there that in a day or two 
the Allies would be in Uskub and tbe 
way would be open by rail to Salon- 
ika. Rut the days passed and the AI- 
lies did not seem to be any nearer. 
So I set out again for Prizrend. In ; 
return for a good service which I had [ 
done at Krushcvatz to the wife and 
daughter of a Serbian colonel, whom 
I found at PrUhtina. be secured a 
passage for myself and my baggage to 
Prizrend in a military motor-lorry. At 
Prizrend, the money problem having 
become more acute. I was once more 
on tbe point of giving it up- To go on 
through Montenegro to Albania meant 
crossing snow-covered mountains, and 
some sort of transport was necessary 
to carry food for ibe journey; but : 
bad now nearly reached the end of my 
resources. 

Across tic Montenegrin Frontier. 

However, an American doctor was 
kind enough to lend me money, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Claude Askew, who has 
been with our hospital, gave mc a seat 
in their motor-car. So wc crossed tne 
Montenegrin frontier, making for 
Ipek. Just over the border, at Jai-ko- 
vitsa. we were delighted to find some 
shops open. Bread, apples and other 
fruit, and some tinned foods were 
bought, and we were happy for a time. 
I found a barber's shop open, and 
celebrated the return to civilization by 
having the first shave since I left 
Krushcvatz. 

Next morning wc went on tow aras 
Ipck, but the motor-car *tuck in tbe 
mud. and we had to wail until the, 
night frost had frozen the road before 
we could proceed. We reached Ipek J

at t a.ni- Mr. and Mrs. At-kew went to 
one of the so-called hotels; but I was 
anxious to push on. so I looked about 
for a horse. Absurd prices were be- 
ing demanded— £2i or even more for 
wretcbed lit tic mountain ponies whlcn 
at ordinary times would bo dear at £t. 
Happily I found a inun who had two 
sturdy ponies to hire at a compara- 
tively reasonable charge, and I took 
both him and them. Wc stalled out 
for Podgoritza. on n road which went 
winding steadily up the mountain.-. 
After a couple of mile* we entered » 
gorge, and the road became a bridle 
track along the mountain face, the 
ground falling away Steeply at Its fide 
to a stream at the bottom of the gorge. 

Refugees of All .Nation?. 

Along this road moved parlies of 
refugees— Serbian peasant?, serotan 
officers, French doctors, Russian 
nur.«cs— in fact, people or every ctasd 
and many nations, the endless unceas- 
ing stream which had thronged the 
road all the way from Knubcvair. 
The firit night oui from Ipck wc 
reached a small place «lih a few- 
huts, but the inns were full, and we 
had to sleep oulside in the snow. 1 
had a waterproof sheet to lie on, but 
the air was bitterly cold. 

Tbe second day took right over 
the pa»s by Icy paiiib where tûe snow 
bad been crushed upon the rock, had 
melted and had ilien frozen hard. Tne 
path in places war. not more than ;i 
yard wide, and Bow and then one 
would hear a noise, and looking 
round, fee a pacJc-hojte rolling now n 
tbe steep side of tho ravin*. 

Up tbls slippery zig-zag path we 
climbed until ws were at ibe top of 
the pàss, and then wc hurried aown 
the other side, loring our way several 
limes, but finally reaching by nlghl- 
(Contlnued on Page 4.)

NOW IN TURKEY 



Can Only Write One Letter 
Week of Four Lines in 
Length. 



The Canadian Government has re- 
ceived notice from London that the 
Secretary of State lor Foreign Af- 
fairs has been informed by the United 
States Ambassador that the Turkish 
Government desires that in future re- 
mittances of money not exceeding five 
pounds from private persons for Bri- 
tish prisoners of war in Turkey 
should bo despatched to the Interna- 
tional Red Cross Committee at Geneva 
for transmission to the Ottoman Bed 
Crescent Society at Constantinople, by 
Whom payment to the recipients will 
bo effected and a receipt returned lo 
the International Committee al 
Geneva. 

Letters and parcels should also be 
sent to the International Red Cross 
Committee at Geneva for transmis- 
sion. Such letters and parcels arc post 
free. Money should he remitted by In- 
ternational Money Order, which can 
be obtained at any post office, am 
which should be made payable to the 
International Red Cross Committee a', 
Gcnova, and sent on with full nam?, 
number and regiment of the prisoner 
of war lo whom the money is to be 
paid. 

Information has also hern received 
from the United States Ambassador 
that prisoners of war in Turkey are 
now allowed to write only one letter 
a week, limited to four lines, and that 
this regulation applies also to letters 
addressed to them. Letters of groat, r 
length will not bo delivered.

(Continued from Page 2.1 
fall a little village below the snow 
level- Here, in a little cafe, 1 made a 
bed of a couple of forms. The next 
day it snowed hard, until the snow lay 
a foot deep on the road. We pushed 
through it to Andreavitza, whence in 
normal times a well-engineered motor 
road runs to Podgoritza. There I 
shared the last of my bread and other 
food with tho owner of the ponies, 
and he turned hack. Before he went 
he threw his arms around my neck 
and kissed nic like a good Serbian 
comrade. 

In the place of his ponies T hired a 
horse and waggon and resumed my 
journey. It was very trying to sit In 
the waggon, hungry and bitterly cold, 
going over a high mountain pass in a 
blizzard: but we stuck to it. That 
night we reached a little but at the 
toil of the mountains. Forty people 
were crowded into that hut, aud we 
made the best we could of things. 
The only food I had was half a tin of 
condensed milk and some tabloid tea. 
The snow brought in on our hoots had 
covered the floor in half an Inch of 
watery slush; but wo wrapped our- 
selves up and lay on the slush, thank- 
ful that at. least we were Indoors. The 
next day we toiled on. sometimes ford- 
ing rivers up to our waists In ley cold 
water because I be bridges had broken 
down, and all the while the snow was 
falling pitilessly. 

Late in the evening wc came to a 
village where there were molor-cars, 
and by the good offices of the Serbian 
Minister of Finance 1 found a seat 
alongside the driver of a motor-lorry. 
Here I finished my tin of milk. J was 
never colder in my life than during 
the three hours it took us to get to 
Podgoritza. Our lamps would not 
work, and in the darkness we whizzed 
round hairpin bends at an alarming 
speed, witli a cold wind biting our 
faces. At last we reached Podgoritza. 
where for the first time since I left 
Krusbcvatz, 21 days before. I was able 
to lake off my clothes and get into 
bed. 

From Podgoritza I went to Cettignc, 
and from (hence to Scutari, to put my- 
self under Sir Ralph Paget, who was 
in charge of all (In- British medical 
missions in Serbia.

Philadelphia, Pa. — Those who are 
followers of college and school ath- 
letics in (he United States arc much 
interested in the campaign which was 
started in this city for the purpose of 
purifying athletics at these institu- 
tions. The movement was started 
at a meeting of the Association of Col- 
lege Presidents of Pennsylvania. The 
association includes in its membership 
the heads of all the prominent educa- 
tional institutions in this State. It 

! has decided to adopt a one-year's resi- 
dence rule for students coming from 
other colleges and to frown upon the 
practice of grantlug scholarships for 

! athletic ability. 

After a protracted debate as to the 
best methods of eliminating intercol- 
legiate athletic practices which speak- 
ers declared were rapidly subordinal- 

I log Intellectual development to ath- 
letic superiority, the problem was 
placed in the hands of a committee 
consisting of Dr. J. W. A. Haas, of 

, Muhlenburg, chairman ; Dr. E. E. 
Sparks, of Pennsylvania Stale; D.\ 
Isaac Sharpies, of Haverford; Dr. W. 
A. Granville, of Gettysburg, and Dr. 
S. B. Linhart, of the University of 
Pittsburgh. The committee adopted 
the following resolution: 
"It is the sense of this body that the 

'migratory rule, that is, the rule that 
a student coming from one institution 

, to another, shall be registered as a 

[Student in the latter institution for one 
year before being permitted to lake 
part in intercollegiate activities 
should be adopted by all institutions 
(colleges and universities) in Penn- 
sylvania. 

"It is also the sense of this oody 
that It is prejudicial to the best in- 
terests and good name of our colleges 
and universities to grant scholarships 
on account of athletic, ability." 

Dr. E. F. Smith, Provost of the 
University of Pennsylvania, is presi- 
dent of I lie association. 

Dr. Sparks, in opening the debate 
before the appointment of the com- 
mittee, declared the whole athletic 
situation in the colleges to-day is ab- 
normal. 

"I am not opposed to athletics," he 
said, "but I am opposed to the di- 
version of athletics from its original 
purpose. I believe that interest in 
college athletics grew out or the de- 
sire to play. But at present there Is 
very little play provided. 

"It is necessary for each institution 
lo have highly trained teams in every 
game or contest, and the greater num- 
ber of students simply stand on the 
side lines and look on. I think if 
we required eacli student to have a 
legal residence in the college for one 
year before being permitted to par- 
ticipate in athletic contests, we could 
do away to a large degree with the 
migration of athletes and the angling 
after preparatory school 'stars' by 
large institutions." 




W, W. Campbell, director of (he 
Lick Observatory, has announced that 
in the recent observations at the Uni- 
versity observatory in Santiago, Chile, 
two new universes were discovered. 
Tho two clouds of light known to 1 
astronomers as the Magellanic clouds 
are believed to be two separate cosmic 
units composed of suns and stars like 
our own universe. 

It has already been observed that 
these two units are moving at a ratcj 
of 175 miles per second, and that they [ 
are receding from our universe.

:it has been discovered that thoy are '

i anfl are connected with it in no way. 

Dr. Campbell states that (he ob- 
servations now being taken will prob- 
ably lead to a more complete under- 
standing of the new discovery.

omy by B. Balllaud, in physics by Ed- 
mond Bouty, in chemistry by Andre 
Job, and in mineralogy by Alfred La- 
-SfOlx, — 



London. Eng.— Arthur Henderson, 
president of the Board of Education, 
in an introductory report on the uni- 
versities and university colleges in 
England and Wales in receipt of a 
grant from Hie board of education, 
stales: 

"From the rush to join the colors 
which immediately followed the out- 
break of war, it was clear that tho 
universities and colleges would suitor 
severely from the resulting decrease 
in tho number of students m attene- 
ance, and the standing committee, un- 
der the chairmanship of Sir William 
McCormlck, which advises the board 
of university grants, made prelimin- 
ary enquiries in the autumn of I9J4 in 
order to ascertain the extent of the 
financial loss which might be antici- 
pated. As a result of those enquiries 
the committee recommended that ar- 
rangements should be made for the 
payment of a special grant, to univer- 
sity institutions to help them to meet 
loss arising out of the war- The 
treasury recognized the desirability of 
giving extra assistance to the state- 
aided university institutions in their 
difficulties, itnd made provision ac- 
cordingly in the estimates for 11)15-16. 
After consideration of certain finan- 
cial and other particulars which the 
Institutions concerned were asked to 
supply, the advisory committee have 
recently made recommendations to the 
the treasury as lo the payment of the 
special grants. 

"It is hoped that in (his way some- 
thing may be done to guard against 
any permanent decrease of efficiency 
in the institutions providing univer- 
sity education which will have so im- 
portant a part to play in the period of 
reorganization and reconstruction 
that must follow the close or the war. 
Wc cannot expect that the widespread 
waste of men and money involved will 
leave no disfiguring mark on Institu- 
tions which touch the national lire at 
so many points. Wc must face tno 
fact that by tho time peace comes, 
many of the bo?t and most promising 
of the students and of the younger 
teachers will no longer be available, 
and that the economic results of the 
war will weigh no less heavily on the 
universities and colleges than on most 
other departments of national activ- 
ity. In this knowledge all public 
authorities and private persons inter- 
ested in education must make it their 
endeavor, both now and in the coming 
years, to repair such loss as they can, 
and, so far as it .may be possible, lo 
maintain in essential vigor the hlgricr 
educational forces on which must 
largely depend the future progress of 
Ihe nation in arts, science and Indus- 
try- Among the many important na-| 
tional functions in which the univer- 
sity institutions will have a large' 
share will be that of meeting the 
needs of our Industries In research. 
The vital dependence of industry uponj 
the higher branches of research has, 
been very clearly brought home to the 
nation during the past year, and it Is I 
hoped that a basis for steady and con- 1 
ccrted progress in this sphere may bel 
afforded by the. far-reaching scheme 
for the organization and development 
of research which the board recently 
announced."
